THE ARMY AT SEDALIA AGAIN. 


FROM WASHINGTON. 


At the supper to Geo. D. Prentice by Mr. 
Forney last night, Secretary Cameron reiter- 
ated his opinion that as a last resort we ought 
to arm every man who desires to strike for hu- 
man liberty. Secretary Smith protested that 
the Administration contemplated uo such 


policy. Slaves escaping from rebels might | 


be received ss they had been hitherto within 
the lines of the army, but it was not intended 
toarmthem. I{ twenty millions of freemen 
could not, single handed, subdue this rebel- 
lion, it would be a disgrace to them, and they 
ought to give up the contest. Robert J. 
Walker and Senator McDougal followed in 
the same strain. Mr. Prentice was much em- 
barragsed by the discussion. The occasion 
forms the principal topic of conversation to- 
day, the same differences of opinion obtaining 
elsewhere. 

To-day the grandest review that was ever 
witnessed im this country took place at Bu- 
les Cross Roads, sear Munsoa’s Hill, five 
miles Southwest of Arlington. The divisions 
reviewed were those of McDowell, Smith, 
McCall, Blenker, Fitz John Porter, Franklin, 
end Heintzelman, in all upwards of forty 
thousand men. 

These were in the fleld at noon, at which 
dour Ger. McClellan arrived, attended by a 
brilliamt{sta@ and cavalry escort, and his Body 
Guard, the McClellan Dragoons of 
The national salute was fired as he rode upon 
the field. President Lincoln and Secretary 
Cameron were in the etafl, who rode at full 
gallop along the front of the immense body of 
troops which, several regiments deep, filled 
three and a half cides of the large field, which 
is overlooked by Munson’s Hill, the side of 
which was covered with a vast concourse of 
spectators. Gen. McClellan was hailed with 
music and deafening cheers, as he rode along 
the line. He was mounted ona splendid bieck 
charger, with rich heusings. The excellent 
borsemansbip of Mr. Lincoln attracted much 
attention. The three, General McClellan, the 
President, and Secretary Can , outrode the 
the rest of the staff. 

The cirtuitconsumed nearly an hour, afier 
which the entire body of trocps in regiments 


marched by the colors before the President | 


and Gen. McClellan, a body of men in number 
never before seen assembled on parade ia this 
country. The troops occupied three hours 
and a half in passing Ger. McClellan by regi- 
ments. ; 

The attendatce of spectators was immense. 
All Washington was out, the restriction as to 
passes being taken off for to-day. All the 
roads leading toward the review poured a 
cenetant tide of sight-eeers ali day. 

General McDewell was thrown from his 
horse, in course of review, uninjured. Col. 
Taylor, with his surgeon, while riding furt 
ously, ran over s soldier and probably mor- 
tally wounded him. Surgeon uninjured 
Col. Taylor was put under arrest by Gea. 
Fran klin. 

Before the review was over a body of curi- 
ous rebel cavalry appeared on the right dank 
but made mo attack. Alter the review was 
ovr distant driog was heard on our flanks, 
the origin of which is yet unisown, though 
probably the rebels were trying to get up a 
scare, but it failed. 

All troops from a distamce brought one 
days’ rations, ambulances and surgical imstru- 
ments prepared for any emergency. All the 
outpost guards were greatly strengthened. 

Prince De Joinville says our troops are ex- 
cellent material, extremely well equipped, ex- 
cellent im drill aad discipline. Of all the 
divisions Blenker’s was thought the best.

Whatever the result of the prospective 
imbroglie, and whatever the clamor, in 
England, of the enemies of the Republic, 
we need have no fear that the opinien of 
the world and the temper of the other 
Powers, will net be consulted by the 
British Government, betore any decisive 
s‘eps are taken. 


HOW TO DO It. 

The position assumed by the Govern- 
ment in the treatment of the ques- 
tion of Slavery, in this war, is the 
cause Of the greater part of the dislike 
with which our cause is regarded by the 
other nations of the civilized world; and 
if, in consequence of the act of Commé- 
dore Wilkes in the seizure of Mason and 
Slidell, we have hostilities with Great 
Britaidj the conviction which prevails 
among the English people, that we are 
really and effectively the supporters and 
defenders of human bondage, will be the 
fuel with which the war feeling among 
them will be fed. And if, in such hostil- 
ities, we fail to secure the moral and mate- 
rial support of other great Powers, let us 
remember that the sympathy which would 
impel them to become our friends has been 
destroyed by the assumed fact that we are 
waging war in such a way that while the 
interests of freedom are promoted, tae 
safeguards ef maa selling and woman-whip- 
ping may not be destroyed.
